Two Italian fishermen, Camilla and 
Cicerillo, quarreled and Camilla shot 
Cicerillo at their place on Roe island in 
Sacramento river, Cal., on the 12th, and 
then coolly towed the body down to the 
coroner of Benecia, who paid him five 
dollars and took his deposition in re- 
gard to finding it. 

A CULORED girl 15 years of age, who 
put poison in the coffee of the family in 
which she was employed as a domestic 
in order to kill a man against whom 
she had a grudge, was hung to acotton- 
wood limb at Rayville, La, on the 
night of the 12th. 

THE most disastrous fire in the his- 
tory of Bedford, Ind., occurred on the 
morning of the 13th, when eleven busi- 
ness blocks, comprising half of thasouth 
side of the public square and three resi- 
dences adjoining, were burned to the 
ground. Of the fourteen buildings 
burned there was insurance on but 
three for small amounts. The total 
loss is about $40, 00. 

ANOTHER villainous-looking tough 
with a mania for slashing unoffending 
people with a knife has been arrested 
in New York city. 

CHARLES BELL and Pearl Henderson, 
17-year-old boys, fought a prize-fight at 
Portland, Ore., on the 13th. Hender- 
son won, but a half hour afterward 
died from the effects of the punishment 
received. 

At Hartford, Conn., on the 14th, Ar- 
thur McKinney while at work trying 
to start frozen coal in a chute at the 
yards of G. W. Newton & Co., coal- 
dealers, was caught by the mass when 
it commenced to run, and buried by 100 
tons of coal. He was dead when his 
body was dug out ten hours later. 


MISCELLANEOUS. 

At Paoli, Ind., on the 12th, @ 17-year. 
old daughter of George Marlett died of 
trichina spiralis. Six weeks ago Mr. 
Marlett killed a hog and his family ate 
of underdone pork. Mrs. Marlett and 
daughter were taken sick. The wife is 
in a precarious condition. 

A PLoT has been discovered, it is said, 
to assassinate the sultan of Turkey, and 
that the police of Constantinople have 
captured two men at the Yildiz kiosk, 
who were in hiding and armed with 
revolvers and daggers. The prisoners 
were tortured to induce them to confess. 

INFORMATION from Ottawa, Ont., goes 
to show that the Dominion government 
does not intend to renew last year’s 
order in council discriminating against 
American ports in the matter of canal 
tolls. They feel that in view of the 
necessity at present of conciliating the 
Americans as far as possible, they can 
not afford to re-enact what the Ameri- 
cans naturally regard asa hostile order. 

ON the 14th the anti-free pass bill was 
signed by the governor of Massachu- 
setts. 

On the 14th a great sensation was 
eaused in Paris by an article in the 
Petit Parisian stating that two officers 
of high rank in the accountant-general’s 
department had been arrested on sus- 
picion of serious frauds. 





CONDENSED TELEGRAMS, 





At Deming, N. M., an old hunter and 
frontiersman named George Darling, 
has arrived from Casa Grande, Mexico, 
and reports the discovery of a long 
abandoned village. Several brick build- 
ings still remain, and the surroundings 
show that it must at one time have been 
a large town. 

Tne steamer Missouri sailed from 
New York for Russia on the 15th loaded 
with food for the famishing. She carries 
2,100 tons of flour and meal. 

Tue beef trust has burned its books 
in order to escape the scrutiny of the 
Federal officials. 

Gov. Brown, of Kentucky, on the 
15th signed the bill which makes the 
operation of lotteries a ponitentiary 
offense. 

A trust, including the ribbon manu- 
facturers of the country, is being or- 
ganized, and it is the intention to 
start it out on the basis of a capital 
stock of $20,000,000. 

Tur gigantic fly wheel atthe Cincin- 
nati electric works burst oo the 14th 
with destructive effect. It was 24 feet 
high, weighed 24 tons, and was making 
73 revolutions per minute. It smashed 
a $10,000 steam engine, crushed several 
dinamos and knocked out one side of 
the obuilding. The loss may foot up 
nearly $40,000. 

Ar llainfield, N. J., it has been dis- 
covered tbat the water works tap a river, 
which flows under the city, and that the 
supply is inexbaustible. The water is 
very pure. 

Near Columbus, S. C., anegro woman, 
being troubled by chickens thieves, fed 
poison to her fowls. Several of her 
neighbors have since died, and the 
chickens are roosting in peace. 

Tur House Committee on reform in 
civil service on the 14th agreed to re- 
port favorably the bill toexclude politi- 
cal influence in the employment of la- 
borers under the authority of the Unitea 
States.

How More Than 1 
ernment Offices ave 
People Under the Present 
Administration— Facts and Figures.

Hon. John M. BLengston recently in 
delivering a speech at Exposition Build- 
ing, Indianapolis, Ind., dwelt upon the 
Negro problem and the methods of its 
solution. He employed the following 
facts and figures, as showing the rela- 


the service of the government: 

THE CIVIL SERVICE COMMISSION 
makes no distinction on account of color 
in its service. 

It employs one colored laborer, salary 
$660. 

In the conduct of the general service 
the commission has eliminated all racial 
differences, while its record shows that 
colored persons, according to their ex- 
aminations and their employment in 
the classified service of the government, 
demonstrate commendable educational 
progress and general attainments. 

The eighth annual report of the 
United States Civil Service Commis- 
sion says, under the subject of 

BENEFIT TO THE COLORED RACE: 

‘‘Another excellent feature of the ex- 
aminations in the Southern States has 
been the elimination not only of the 
question of politics or religion, but of 
the question of race. A fair proportion 
of the men appointed from these States 
have been colored, these successful 
colored applicants being in most cases 
graduates of some of the colleges or 
higher academies instituted at Nash- 
ville, Atlanta, and elsewhere, especially 
for their race. They rarely belonged to 
the class of colored politicians which 
has hitherto been apt to monopolize 
such appointments as colored men re- 
ceive atall. On the contrary, they 
were, for the most part, well educated, 
self-respecting, intelligent young men 
and women, who having graduated 
from their colored schools and colleges, 
found but few avenues open for the em- 
ployment of their talents. It would be 
impossible to overestimate the boon 
that it was to these colored men and 
women to be given a chance to enter the 
government service on their own merits 
in fair competition with white and 
colored alike. It is noticeable that a 
much larger proportion of colored peo- 
ple receive appointments under the 
civil service law than under the old 
spoils system. The civil service law 
has been the means of materially en- 
larging: the fleld of pursuits open to 
those members of the colored race who 
have contrived to get a good education 
and to fit themselves for the higher 
walks of life.” 

THE OFFICIAL RECORD. 

Beginning with the executive man- 
sion, there will be shown from official 
sources the exact number of colored 
Americans employed in President Har- 
rison’s administration and what pay 
each person receives. It is a unique 
and splendid showing for the colored 
race.

The Librarian of the House is a col- 
ored man, who receives $2,000 a year— 
82,000 per annum for his services. 

LIBRARY OF CONGRESS. 

Employs 4colored persons, and pays 

them $4,120 per annum. 
COMMISSIONERS OF THE DISTRICT. 

As estimated by the Secretary of the 
Bowtd of Commissioners, colored per- 
sons are largely employed (about 1,000) 
inthe District Government in its va- 
rious branches of service, as laborers, 
clerks, teachers of schools, superin- 
tendents, assersors, etc., and in large 
numbers, to whom are paid for their 
services annually a grand total of 
$304,428. 

OFFICE OF RECORDER OF DEEDS, D. C. 

Upon his regular roll the Recorder of 
Deeds employes fourteen colored clerks, 
and upon his temporary roll five, mak- 
ingin all nineteen. These clerks are 
paid in fees, depending upon the volume 
of business done for the amount paid 
them, earning monthly from $40 to $100. 

WASHINGTON CITY POSTOFFICE, 

Employs sixty-eight colored persons 
at salaries aggregating $10,0) per an- 
num. : 

DIPLOMATIC, CONSULAR AND CONGRES- 
SIONAL RECORD. 


Since 1869 sixteen colorel persons 
have been appointed to diplomatic and 
consular positions by different Repub- 
lican administrations. 

President Cleveland appointed three 
only—two to Liberia and one to Hayti. 

There has been elected to Congress 
from several Southern States by the 
Republican party two Senators and 
fourteen Representatives, colored per- 
sons, three of whom are members still 
of the House. 

No colored Representative and no 
Senator hasas yet been sent to Congress 
by a Damocratic constituency. 

WHAT PRESIDENT HARRISON HAS DONE. 


President Harrison appointed Hon. 
John R. Lynch, of Mississippi, Fourth 
Auditor of the United States Treasury, 
in April, 1889. In this office there are 
fifty clerks and four Chiefs of Divisions. 
When Mr. Lynch took charge there was 
only one colored man in the Bureau 
holding a position higher than that of 
laborer. But under Mr. Lynch’s admin- 
istration there have come into this office 
five colored clerks getting salaries rang- 
ing all the way from $15000 to $1,600 a 
year, and one colored Chief of Division 
with a salary of $2,000a year. Four of 
these alerks have been promoted in 
grade of work and salary since their 
connection with Mr. Lynch’s Bureau. 

Previous to the present~administra- 
tion there bad never been a colored girl 
employed as a printer’s assistant in the 
Bureau of Engraving and Printing, and 
when the first one was certified in Feb- 
ruary, 1890, a very vigorous protest was 
made by the plate printers against their 
employment. A committee of Plate 
Printers’ Assembly, K. of L., waited 
upon the Chief of the Bureau, Capt. 
William M. Meredith, well-known in 
Indianapolis, and asked him if it was 
true that he intended to puta ‘coon 
girl’’ at work. He informed them that 
it was true; thatthe girl had passed a 
creditable examination and had been 
duly certified by the Civil Service Com- 
mission, and that his duty in the matter 
was plainly to accord her the same 
treatment as wasaccorded to white girls 
so certified. The committee then de- 
clared their intention to “fight the 





chief” on this issue, and carried the 


matter to the Secretary of the Treasury, 
the late lamented William Windom, and 
then to the Président. Chief Meredith 
was sustained, two printers who had re- 
fused (under instructions of the Plate 
Printers’ Assembly of the Knights of 
Labor) to work with the colored girl 
and were discharged, and taken back on 
condition that the first one of them 
should accept her as bis assistant. Since 
then there have been forty-five young 


ladies of-color certified to the Bureau, | 


and there are now forty-six of them at 
work—performing their duties in an en- 
tirely satisfactory manner. Since the 
first introduction of colored girls as 
printers’ as: st nts, however, the lead- 
ers of the Pla.s Printers’ Assembly have 
waged a relentless war upon the chief, 
and are still adhering to their resolu- 


-tion to fight him to the end.

Mrs. Annie E. Semmes, widow of 
Raphael Semmes, admiral of the con-

{She was in her 74th year. One year ago she 
began failing, but Jast summer attended the re- 
union of confederate veterans at Chattanooga, 
and a like reunion later at Memphis, where, 
owing to the unusual exertion, she was pros- 
trated. She rallied after awhile, and was taken 
home early in December, but had been continu- 
ally confined to her room. All of her family 
living gathered at her deathbed. Mrs. Semmes 
was Miss Annie.E. Spencer, daughter of Oliver 
M. Spencer, a pioneer Methodist minister of 
Ohio and first mayor of Cincinnati, and married 
Lieut. Semmes. of the United States navy, in 
Cincinnati in 1837. She contributed her husband 
and three sons to the confederate cause. After 
the war she founded the Confederate Memorial 
association, which cared for the graves in Mo- 
bile of the confederate soldiers. She was also 
president of the Catholic orphan asylum at Mo- 








Make Hangmen’s Ropes. 

There is in St. Louis a firm of rope- 
makers and dealers, doing business on 
North Main street, that has a side line 
that it does not advertise. It is the 
manufacture and preparation of hang- 
men’s ropes. ‘The firmsellsas many as 
100 of these ropes annually. Their 
price of the rope, for the noose ready 
for use, is five dollars. The ropes are 
hand-made and of hemp, and one of the 
employes of the firm’s North St. Louis 
rope-walk ties the knot. A few weeks 
since a sheriff who had a man to hang, 
bought a rope that he thought would 
answer the purpose. The tying of the 
knot he found, however, to be a more 
difficult matter than he imagined, and 
he went to St. Louis to have the knot 
made. The rope-maker charged him 
€2.50 for tying the knot.

AT WASIINGTON. 


Mr. Mills May Make a Tariff 
Speech Soon. 


What Is Thought of 
Bayard’s Letter. 


Mr. 


Clements Has Been Confirmed as 
Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sioner — Other Business 
in the Two Houses. 


WasHINGTON, March 18.—The anti- 
silver letter of ex-Secretary of State 
Bayard did not create much comment 
here. His views are generally regarded 
as extravagant, and his fears rather far- 
fetched. It is the opinion of many of 
the best informed Democrats that the 
silver question is going to cut a very 
slight figure, indeed, in the approaching 
presidential campaign, inasmuch as 
there are other issues completely over- 
shadowing it,and both parties are badly 
divided on it—so badly indeed, that 
there is no reason why a free coinage 
man should prefer either one of them 
above the other. 

Mr. Mills has prepared a tariff speech, 
and his friends are urging him to de- 
liver it in the house at an early day, so 
that inthe event of his election to the 
senate the house will not lose the benefit 
of the argument. He thinks he will be 
elected next Tuesday, but since his de- 
feat for Speaker the Texan does not con- 
sider any kind of an election a dead sure 
thing until after the ballots are 
counted. 

In the senate Mr. Hale, from the com- 
mittee on naval affairs, reported « bill 
for the construction (by contract) of 
three battle ships of from 7,500 io 10,- 
000 tons displacement, two armored 
coast defense vessels, five gunboats of 
800 to 1,200 tons disp!acement and eight 
first-class torpedo boats. 

If favorable contracts cannot be made 
the vessels may be constructed at the 
navy yards. ‘Three million dollars is 
appropriated for the construction, and 
$1,000,000 for their armament; and 
$500,000 inay be expended in torpedo 
experiments, 

The bill was referred to the commit- 
tee on appropriations. 


Commissiouer Clement Confirmed. 

WASHINGTON, March 18.—The senate 
has confirmed the nomination of Mr. 
Clements, of Georgia, as interstate com- 
merce commissioner. He will be offici- 
ally notified and sworn in within a few 
days. His first active dnties will, per- 
haps, be in Atlanta, where the commis- 
sion go. s next Thursday. Hehas many 
fricnds here, and from them he has re- 
ceived hearty congratulations. For t he 
present, Mr. Clements and his family 
will live at the Metropolitan, but, later 
as his position is practically a life one, he 
will, perhaps purchase a home.

A MARKED CONTRAST. 


In the Democratic varty AU Is Confesion 
and Uncertainty. 

There has seldom been a time in the 
history of existing parties when the 
situation seemed more assured in re- 
gard to the choice of a republican pres- 
idential candidate, or more perplexing 
as to the selection of his democratic 
opponent. Four years ago the demo- 
erats took the initiative at St. Louis on 
the 5th of June, and the republicans 
rallied two weeks later at the old 
stand, Chicago, on June 19. This year 
the administration party leads the way 
at Minneapolis on June 7, and the dem- 
ocrats, after two weeks interval, con- 
vene at Chicago on June 21. In 1888 
the democratic convention nominated 
President Cleveland for re-election, 
and in 1892 the republican convention 
will again present the name of Presi- 
dent WHarrison.

Llaine’s withdrawal fully justifies this 
prediction, strengthened as it is by 
Secretary Blaine’s declaration that 
President Harrison is the logical can- 
didate of his party and deserves a re- 
zomination. Complimentary votes, 
thrown by different states in recogni- 
tion of ‘‘favorite sons,” will not mis- 
lead the sentiment of the convention 
when it converges upon the final ballot. 

The democratic situation is bewilder- 
ing. Mr. Cleveland’s strength is large- 
ly dependent upon a weakness of his 
party. lle is great among democrats 
because he is the acknowledged first 
among a few availables established in 
the popular confidence. In 1884 the 
presidency was a candidate for Mr. 
Cleveland, but the fruits of his victory 
were sacrificed in an attempt to adjust 
‘honest politics’ to the demand of 
undemocracy. Since then the worst 
enemies of Mr. Cleveland have been 


found in the ranks of his own party. | 


‘The opposition to his nomination is no 
longer confined to New York. 
radical silver men of the party, who 
regard the free and unlimited coinage 
of silver as being of greater impor- 
tance than the question of tariff re- 
form, are unfriendly to Mr. Cleveland.

president’s veto, and they canffut ba 
held responsible for that which does 
not exist. 

Next they timidly suggested the re- 
peal of the duties on coal and iron ore. 
The south and west thundered such an 
emphatic ‘‘No” to this proposition as to 
make the free traders quake and imme- 
diately repent of their premature ac- 
tion. Where now is the “deadly 
blow,” which the democrats gave full 
notice of, to our shipbuilding industry 
by introducing free trade in iron and 
steel? They have substantially ac- 
knowledged that all these threats were 
but childish impudence and intolerable 
arrogance. 

We hear no more toploftical asser- 
tions that the southern democrats have 
got the Yankees in ‘‘chancery,” and 
mean to punish them for their long 
years of allegiance to the republican 
party and the protective system.

MOUSEHOLD BREVITIES. 
—Kerosene oil will remove rust in 
iron. 
—Lemon Snow (with cornstarch).— 
To a pint of boiling water, add two 


‘heaping tablespoonfuls of cornstarch 


(wet with cold water), the juice of 
three lemons, one and a quarter cup- 
fuls of sugar. Remove from the fire, 
and when a little cool beat in the 
whites of threeeggs. Turn out in a 
dish, and pour custard around it.—Bcs- 
ton Budget. 

—The question is often asked, ‘‘How 
long will pastry keep?” It can be 
kept in cold weather for a number of 
days providing a damp cloth is laid 
over it, or in case of puff paste it be 
rubbed on the outside with butter and 
covered closely. This prevents a hard 
crust forming over the paste, and it is 
certain todoif it is put away on a 
plate or in a bowl without a cover.— 
N. Y. Tribune. 

—Railway Pudding.—Three-quarters 
of a breakfast cup of flour, ditto milk, 
ditto sugar, teaspoonful baking-powder, 
one egg, mix all quickly together, and 
bake in a shallow dish in a quick oven 
from ten minutes to a quarter of an 
hour. Serve with jam. This is a 
capital pudding for a busy morning, as 
itcan be made and baked while the 
preceding course is being eaten.— 
Christian Inquirer. 

—Rice Cream.—Bake one ounce best 
rice in half a pint of milk with a little 
cinnamon. When done remove the 
skin from the top. Dissolve one-fourth 
ounce gelatine, that has been soaked 
in a little cold milk, in half a pint of 
boiling milk, add the yolk of an egg, 
and three tablespoonfuls of white 
sugar. Stir over the fre for five min- 
utes, mix it with the rice, then pour it 
ina mould toset Serve in aglass dish 
with raspberry jam put round it in nice 
little piles. —Housekeeper. 

—Cake.—An excellent recipe for 
eake and one which may be utilized in 
a variety of ways is the following: 
One cup of butter, one of milk, two of 
sugar, three of flour, four eggs, two 
teaspoonfuls of baking powder. This 
makes a large loaf cake and is very 
nice with a cup of shredded citron 
added. Half the quantity makes a 
good layer cake, and half the same 
amount witha cup of nicely washed 
currants added to the mixture and the 
batter baked in gem-pans will delight 
the children.—Christian Union. 

—Sculloped Potatoes—Peel and 
slice thin potatoes enough for the 
meal. Grease a pudding-dish well, 
mix a tea-spoon of sweet butter ia the 
bottom, put in a layer of potatoes, 
sprinkle with salt, and fleck with bits 
of butter, dredge on a little flour, an- 
cther layer of potatoes and repeat. 
When the dish is filled, or the potatoes 
exhausted, add sweet rich milk to near- 
ly cover. Place in the oven and cover 
closely. Bake for forty-five minutes 
or until tender, remove cover and let 
brown over the top. Serve in a pud- 
ding-dish. An oven alittle slow is bet- 
ter than one too quick, as milk scorches 
very easily.—Home.
